BOYCOTT 

GAINS

Eleven student associations 
at the University of Montreal 
have voted to support the tuition 
fee boycott launched by the 
central student union, 
FAECUM. Their aim Is to 
pressure the university admini- 
stration to waive the new fee 
payment regulation Imposed 
this summer. 

Students at U of M must pay 
tuition fees by October 25 or 
their registration will be invali- 
dated, a change from past years 
when students were simply 
required to pay their fees before 
April. 

In a statement Issued yester- 
day, FAECUM demanded that 
the university return to the 
previous method of payment. 

"A petition is presently being 
circulated and students are 
united", the statement explain- 
ed. Norman Lapointe, a

eral weekend events re- 
quire coverage.

FAECUM spokesperson claim- 
ed that "privileged students are 
able to pay Immediately, but 
those students who could not 
find work over the summer or 
come from a lower-class back- 
ground have to borrow to be 
able to attend the university". 
Lapointe pointed out that the 
administration's move Is unfair 
to financially deprived stu- 
dents. 

FAECUM has recently crea- 
ted a committee to exhaustively 
study the financial situation of 
Quebec students. Included in 
the study will be loans, summer 
unemployment, free tuition and 
areas which are relative to their 
"real situation". The admini- 
stration has also stipulated that 
those students who have not 
paid last year's tuition fees 
must do so by today or leave the 
university. Many students have 
been placed In a difficult 
situation by the U of M's new 
regulations. Quebec loans and 
bursaries funding are available 
as late as November. 

But according to lapointe, 
this is not the first time that the 
U of M administration has tried 
to force students to pay more 
promptly. Similarly in 1970, and 
in 1973, when students went on 
strike for one month with 
similar demands, the university 
agreed to a more flexible 
payment system. 

Two Information seminars 
will be held next week - one in 
the Social Science Amphi- 
theatre, the other in the main 
building. Both meetings will be 
at 12:30 pm. A demonstration 
will be held in front of the main 
building to protest the adminis- 
tration's actions.

Call for mediator: 



MCM wires Quebec

The Montreal Citizens' Mo- 
vement has sent a telegram to 
Quebec City requesting the 
appointment of a mediator to 
intervene in the five-month 
labour dispute between muni- 
cipal authorities and Montreal's 
8,000 blue-collar workers. 

MCM spokesperson Arnold 
Bennett feels that the media- 
tor's report will "pull the carpet 
from underneath Drapeau's cre- 
dibility." Negotiations to solve 
the conflict have ' been sus- 
pended since June when the 
union rejected the city's "final" 
wage offer of an 8.5 per cent 
salary hike. Workers are de- 



manding parity with their coun- 
terparts in Quebec City. Gérard 
Nlding, a member of Drapeau's 
executive council, stated earlier 
this week that the union's 
former wage parity with Toronto 
was an "accident" and that 
demands for parity with Que- 
bec City were a "coincidence". 
However, Nlding added that the 
city would not object to me- 
diation of the conflict. 

According to Bennett, the 
labour conflict has caused 
major problems in municipal 
services. A union press release 
revealed that no upkeep of the 
city's snow removal equipment 
had been done and that snow 
cannot be cleared from the 



streets for another two months. 

Bennett rejected arbitration 
as a means of solving the 
conflict but he feels that 
mediation would "bring public 
pressure on City Hall'.' 

A mediator would merely 
prepare a public report on the 
conflict whereas an arbitrator's 
decisions are legally binding. 

The MCM attributes the 
prolonged conflict on the ada- 
mant position taken by the 
Drapeau administration and Its 
attitudes towards unions. More 
than 5000 disciplinary notices, 
700 claims at the labour court 
and 20 suits In criminal court 
Illustrate City Hall's position 
towards legal pressure tactics. 



According to Fitch, "diffe- 
rential fees are prejudicial and 
shouldn't happen In a demo- 
cracy." In her initial pre- 
sentation to Council, Fitch 
conceded that differential fees 
could possibly be condoned on 
the basis that the Québec 
taxpayer is subsidizing foreign 
students, but other countries 
"could retaliate, and if we don't 
scratch their backs, they won't 
scrath ours." The document 
will be sent to the Minister of 
Education. 

Internal Affairs VP Fred 
McMahon proposed that a copy 
also be sent to the US 
Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, and to each 
of the state universities "as a 
symbolic gesture, because the 
US has differential fees and 
Canada does not." The sche- 
me was abandoned as "exhibi- 
tionism," however, and Fitch 
reiterated that the document Is 
not merely a gesture or a 
symbol, but that it "should get 
our idea across." 

Fitch does not feel that 
differential fees will be in- 
stituted by Québec. She re- 
ferred to a conversation with 
Stanley Kennedy, Director of 
Student Aid, In which Kennedy 



feelsthat Jacques-Yvan Morin, 
Minister of Education, will 
implement differential fees. 
Fitch agreed with Kennedy's 
opinion but promised Council 
that "if I find out they are going 
to do it, I will come back here 
and tell you." Differential fees 
are nevertheless Included in the 
PQ program. 

Fitch stressed high summer 
unemployment among stu- 
dents in urging Council to 
support students at U de M who 
are boycotting tuition fees. U 
de M students are facing 
Invalidation of their registration 
if they do not pay tuition by the 
new October 25 deadline. Many 
students will not have received 
their loans and bursaries by 
that time, and because many 
were unemployed this summer, 
they will have difficulty paying 
fees. 

StudSoc President Terry 
Reed noted that U de M "was 
not marching In time with the 
PQ policy of accessibility to 
higher education" in adopting 
its hard-line stance. 

The Daily's decision to print 
the Tuesday Issue in French 
was challenged at the meeting. 
Although one councillor felt

superior teaching ability. "Mc-

MEQ sired paper 
to alter GTX 



MONTREAL [CUP[ - Quebec's 
Ministry of Education plans to 
Issue a new white paper on 
college education, which is 
expected to recommend chang- 
es to the controversial GTX 
report on the province's CEGEP 
system. 

Vanler College academic 
dean Sarah Paltiel said the 
white paper "could be expected 
to undergo modifications in 
those areas of the GTX report 
most heavily under fire," but 
added she could not say to what 
extent the report will be modi- 
fled. 

She said a full-scale public 
debate about possible modifi- 
cations to the GTX report will 
take place soon. But dates are 
not yet known, and it is not, clear 
what, if any, influence public 
discussion would have on the 
outcome of the white paper. 

The GTX report, prepared by a 
secret working group last year, 
proposes drastic changes to the 
province's CEGEP system. _ 

The report's recommenda- 
tions, which have drawn fire 
from students, unions, profes- 
sors and administrators, are: 
emphasis on career training and 
preparation for the job market; 
that industry have a major say " 



determining course content; 
that industrial corporations 
supply instructors to teach 
career courses, and that 
.CEGEPs receive funding direct- 
ly from industry. 

Professors have criticized the. 
report because they think it will 
lower the standard of education 
and reduce their job security. 
Paltiel added: "The report 
seems to see the student 
primarily as a future worker, 
rather than first as a human 
being." 

She said it is likely that the 
upcoming white paper will 
recommend changes in the 
areas of the report under attack 
because teachers who oppose 
the report have a strong base 
within the Parti Québécois 
government.

CSN calls for boycott

Centrale des Syndicats Na- 
tional president Norbert Ro- 
drigue yesterday launched a 
boycott campaign against Kraft 
cheese.

Joliette 
region into cheese, which Is 
marketed by the huge Kraft 
Corporation. 

According to a statement by 
Rodrigue, strikers were unable 
to use "normal economic pres- 
sure" for fear of penalizing 
farmers who depend on the 
co-operative for testing facili- 
ties and who process their milk 
at the co-operative's other fac- 
tories.

Army to replace pogie

Danson, in remarks following 
a speech to Toronto Liberals on 
Sept. 24, said he favours a 
compulsory standing army for 



Canada and would like to open 
public debate on the idea. 

Theman who brought Katima- 
vik to Canadian youth this year, 
said young people should 
consider the armed forces as an 
alternative career and an alter- 
native to unemployment insur- 
ance. He. also urged young 




Canadians to join the reserve. 

Danson, a wounded veteran 
of the Second World War, said 
each day friends and constitu- 
ents who are concerned about 
the lack of motivation In their 
children have raised the ques- 
tion of compulsory services. 

"A lot of people are asking, 
'Should we?' It's heartbreaking 
to see talented, intelligent kids 
without challenges to exploit," 
he said. 

"Military service for all fit, 
young Canadians would ensure 
the future strength of the armed 
forces and would provide Cana- 
da's youth with 'challenges' 
and opportunities they lack in 
today's society."- 

But he said compulsory 
military service is not imminent. 

.Defending the need for a 
strong armed forces, Danson 
said In his speech to fellow 
Liberals, "We must be ready and 
we must be credible. If we are 
not, we are not a deterrent." 

He said Canada's $3.8 billion 
defence budget is 8 percent of 
the national budget and repre- 
sents 2.75 percent of the gross 
national product. 



plained, "The farmers are work- 
ers like us who work with their 
hands and who are as exploited 
by the huge agro-businesses as 
us." 

A new tactic 

Boycott campaigns are a 
relatively new pressure tactic 
that Quebec workers are em- 
ploying with Increasing fre- 
quency. However, all boycotts 
do not have the same economic 
impact. It is difficult to mea- 
sure the full effect of boycotts 
because companies; obviously, 
do not publicize sales figures. 
According to Rodrigue, "each 
boycott develops further 
worker solidarity." 

"We feel the boycott is an 
effective negotiation tool," he 
said. "It is obvious that the 
boycott of Robin Hood pro- 
ducts was the critical factor in 
settling the strike." 

"If the effects ot the boycotts 
were loss visible in other cases," 
he stated, "such as the conf licts 
at Unlroyal, Truste Général, a- 
gence Provincial, etc., it is no 
less important. In Kraft's case 
we feel that the tactics will be 
the determining factor in set- 
tling the dispute, especially 
since Kraft just signed a 
15-year $1 billion supply con- 
tract with the dairy coopera- 
tive." 

The central issue in the 
labour confrontation at the 
Coopérative Agricole de Gran- 
by, which has annual sales 
figures of over $300 million, is a 
15-cent-an-hour suDplement. 
Management wants to see 
the existing supplementary 
wage abolished. Union officials 
view the wage as an acquired 
right and feel attempts at 
abolishing it constitute "union 
busting".

Forthe third time In seven years, University of Montreal students 
are mobilizing against the administration's stringent move to 
regulate payment of tuition fees. Eleven faculties have voted to 
support a fee boycott to force the university to return to former 
methods of payment. 

The administration's move strangely followed ANEQ talks of a 
massive campaign for greater accessibility to .higher education, 
planned for this fall. However, with the University of Montreal 
threatening to invalidate registration of all students who have not 
paid their fees by October 25, a damper has been put on ANEQ's 
plans and U of M's participation In the campaign. 

But this will hopefully give adequate tlmo to ANEQ to plan their 
Information campaign to inform Quebec students of the problems 
related to accessibility to the university. 

One of the main Issues of the campaign is the demand for free 
tuition, but ANEQ Is faced with the gigantic task of properly 
informing students of the more basic problems of greater 
accessibility tohigher education and tuition feesare perhaps a small 
barierto university education. Financial accessibility also means 
that people who want to attend university areable to live, get summer 
lobs, and have access to an efficient loans and bursaries program. 

But the bigger problem with post-secondary education Is that by 
Its nature, the university Is not accessible to people of all social 
backgrounds. Even If all financial barriers to post-secondary 
education were lifted, It Is doubtful that people from lower class 
backgrounds would frequent the university more than they do now. 

Being part and parcel of our society, the university merely 
reinforces it s class nature. Until stud ents cal I fora vast restructuring 
of the educational system, so that it will be truly accessible to the 
entire populatin, demands for* free tuition are of little avail In 
promoting genuine improvements. 

ANEQ Is demanding that education be funded by the "big 
corporations" who reap the benefits of an education paid for by 
taxpayers. 

In 1957, students camped on the lawn of the late premier Maurice 
Duplessls to demand free education and a financial system that 
would helpstudents. In 1960, the Liberal government of Jean Lesaga 
promised free education. In 1963, René Lévesque, then a Liberal 
cabinet minister, promised free education as the best way to 
promote access to education. In 1976, the PQ promised free 
post-secondary education and a universal bursary system, but we ! 
seem to be a long way from that. One can only hope that if students 
suport ANEQ and their demands, perhaps this time around, the 
government will live Up to their promises.

dies can easily discard him, so 
that his verbal guarantees as to i 
McGIH's survival will be reveal- 
ed to be empty words. 

Mr Levesque and his party 
have, an impressive record of 
empty promises and cajole- 
ments.

, I do, however, take exception 
to Mr. Kanofsky's charge that I 
was being irresponsible in my 
claim that Radio McGIH's initial 
budget submission was of the 
order of $20,000. There does 
exist three documents on Radio 
McGIII stationery requesting 
financial assistance in the order 
of $20,000 for 1977-78. These 
include: 

A) an application for a special 
grant dated May 3, 1977 for a 
total of $5,380.00 

B) a summer budget also dated 
May 3, T977 for $5,604.00, and 

C) a full-year budget dated 
August 24th for $14,690.00. 

These figures cannot be 
added together, however, be- 
cause some items listed in 
application A and B are on the 
full-year budget. When these 
Items are deleted, the original 
Radio McGIII request for funds 
comes to $20,240. 
August 24 budget $14,690 
Items not on August 24 Budget 
but requested previously 
Equipment: Studio B-67 3,800 
Equipment: Repair 1,300

$20,240

that students might not be 
happy with a newspaper they 
could not understand, there 
was a general consensus that it 
was commendable of the Daily 
to publish In French. However, 
Council did not agree with the 
way In which the decision to 
publish in French was made. 

Because the Students' Socie- 
ty is the official publisher of the 
Dally, the Students' Council 
feels that the choice of the

be the decision of the pu- 
blishers, not the Daily staff. 
Two Dally editors were present 
to defend their choice, stating 
that Reed had been informed of 
the move In June. Reed con- 
curred. 

Monique Fitch claimed It was 
the "democratic right of stu- 
dents to decide the language of 
publication, and moved that all 



Councillors return to their 
faculties and conduct polls, but 
the motion was tabled. Council 
finally passed a motion appro- 
ving the idea of the French 
Issue but questioned the edi- 
torial authority of the Daily 
to make this decision. The 
question is to go before the 
Judicial Board of the StudSoc. 

Reed said the French Issue 
underlined the whole "dilemma 
of editorial freedom," which he 
hopes will be solved by the 
formation of a Publications 
Board. The Daily supports the 
setting up of a Publications 
Board because, as was stated 
by one of the editors, the Daily 
must "report on Its publishers 
and the Board could provide the 
freedom that the situation 
necessitates." 

• Both the Daily editors and 
Reed agreed that the conflict 
between the Dally and Council 
has caused alienation of the 
student body from both the 
'o paper and the StudSoc. The 
°" establishment of an Ad Hoc 
» Publications Committee to in- 
5-vestlgate the feasibility of a 
'Publications Board that would 
oversee the various media of 
the Students' Society (the 
Daily, Old McGIII, possibly 
Radio McGIII), was passed. The 
Commission Is charged with 
drafting a by-law to establish 
the Board. There was dis- 
agreement about who should 
sit on the Board, but the Dally 
editors finally persuaded the 
Council that anyone on the 
Board or Committee must have 
"first hand participatory know- 
ledge" of the media they are 
going to regulate.

Red men host Gaels in key game

Tomorrow the McGill Red- 
men will play host to the 
Queen's University Golden 
Gaels at Molson Stadium. The 
game is being touted as the 
most Important football game 
for a McGill team In many 
years. The winner will take a 
large step towards gaining a 
playoff berth. 

Conference standings show 
the Ottawa Gee-Gees on top 
with a 3-0 record. The Redmen 
are next with two wins and one 
loss. Queen's and Bishop's 
have Identical marks at 1-1 
however Queen's is in third 
place by virtue of its defeat of 
Bishop's earlier in the season. 
What all this means for the 
Redmen is the following. 

McGill heads Into this game 
in sole possession of second 
place. Should McGill win,- it 



will remain In that spot barring 
aCarleton upset over Ottawa in 
which case the Redmen would 
find themselves In a tie for first. 
Bear in mind that at the end of 
the season the top two teams 
advance to the playoffs. Now 
this Is why it is all so Im- 
portant.' 

If the Redmen should lose 
and Bishop's should win over 
Trois Rivieres, then the Red- 
men would slide down to fourth 
place. If the Redmen should 
lose and Bishop's should lose, 
then the Redmen would find 
themselves in third place. It is 
worth noting at this point that 
both Queen's and Bishop's 
have a game in hand on Ottawa 
and McGill. All this is not to 
say that it is a win or else 
situation for McGill. It's not. 

However, a McGill win to- 
morrow would put the pressure

Volleyballers prep for 
Princeton tournament

The McGill women's volley- 
ball team has been invited to 
participate In the Women's 
Volleyball International Invita- 
tional Tournament, to be held 
on the14thand 15th of October 
on the campus of Princeton 
University. The tournament 
field will include six teams 
representing American univer- 
sities and four teams from 



Canadian schools. 

Coach Anne Patterson is 
cautiously optimistic about the 
chances of the McGill team. 
While conceding that her 
knowledge of the American 
teams Is limited, the coach 
feels that McGill should be able 
to compete with the three other 
Canadian participants; York, 
Guelph and McMaster. The 
American schools in the tour- 




nament are Alabama, Duke, 
Maryland, Delaware, Salisbury 
Slate and host Princeton. 

The competitors will be 
divided Into two five-team 
pools, with each team to play a 
two-game match against each 
of the four other team.s in its 
pool. In this preliminary round, 
one point will be awarded for 
each victory accrued. . A team 
with , a perfect record would 
accumulate eight points. The 
top two teams from' each pool 
would then proceed to the 
tournament semi-finals. The 
final round will consist of a 
best of five match. 

Coach Patterson is currently 
in the midst of the team 
selection process, which she 
describes as "very difficult." 
"We have so many good players 
out this year that It's difficult to 
differentiate between them," 
confesses Patterson'. The 
coach will eventually be forced 
to cut the team down to twelve 
players, -the maximum number 
that can dress for a match. 

Several returnees from last 
year's team should combine to 
form a solid nucleus of talent 
upon which Patterson can 
build. Keren Mann, team MVP 
last season, is described by the 
coach as "formidable offen- 
sively and improved defen- 
sively". Setter Renee d'Astous 
is also returning. In the words 
of the coach, d'Astous Is "a very 
fine setter who did an excellent 
job for us last year". 

Other solid returnees include 
Michelle Gosselln, Ann Brab- 
bin, and Lalma Cers. Cers, 
who was forced to withdraw 
from last year's team as the 
result of an Injury, will probably 
team with Mann to comprise 
the team's two middle blockers 
defensively. 

Following the Princeton trip,

They are 
also experienced. Coach Doug 
Hargreaves had 44 players re- 
turning this year from the team 
that some people suggested 
was the. best of the O.Q.I.F.C. 
at the end of last season. One 
man to watch for the Gaels will 
be Jim D'Andrea, "the East's 
Chief Thief", a defensive back 
who led the league in intercep- 
tions last year. It should be 
very interesting indeed if Vic 
Pywowarczuk has one of his 
good days. 

Pywowarczuk is leading the 
conference in passing this 
year. Redmen receivers have 
good hands and they are all ef- 
fective. Last year the Queen's

Oh to be young 
and a Canadien

During a Canadiens practice 
this past week, the coaching 
staff was paying special atten- 
tion to a player wearing jersey 
number 22. The man wearing 
this jersey was not Steve 
Shutt, but the Quebec Major 
Junior League's all-time leading 
scorer, Norman Dupont. 

Norman was drafted by the 
Canadiens during the first 
round of this year's amateur 
draft. A prolific scorer for the 
Montreal Juniors, Dupont was 
selected for his ability to put 
the puck in the net. 

Dupont is the kind of goal 
scorer who likes to roam 
around. Unlike a Bobby Hull 
who skates up and down his 
wing, Dupont adheres to a style 
of constant motion similar to 
that of the Rangers' Don Mur- 
doch or Canadiens teammate 
Steve Shutt. He tries to move 
Into a position where he can 
take advantage of his extremely 



accurate wrist shot, a shot that 
consistently beat goaltenders 
during his junior career. 

Although Dupont has great 
potential as a goal scorer, he 
lacks ability in other aspects of 
the game. He has not 
demonstrated much skill as a 
checker, though he has tried 
very hard to improve this 
deficiency in his game. 

It is quite likely that Norman 
will play his first year of 
professional hockey for the 
Nova Scotia Voyageurs, the 
Canadiens' farm team in the 
American Hockey League. Like 
many other talented young 
players in the Canadiens or- 
ganization, he will have to 
prove himself in the minors 
before he can play for the 
Canadiens. 

Dupont is a hard-working and 
dedicated hockey player. Don't 
be surprised to see him wearing 
a Canadiens jersey of his own 
in the near future.

different levels of competition. 
One of these is the almost 
defunct Q.U.A.A., now down 
to just three teams; McGill, 
defending champion Sher- 
brooke, and Laval. The league 
champion will advance to the 
C.W.I.A.U. national tourna- 
ment in the spring. McGIII will 
host this year's qualifying 
tournament. 

A second source of competi- 
tion Is supplied by the Quebec 
Volleyball Federation. There 
are two levels of play in the 
federation: "AA" and "A". 
McGIII, which has been partici- 
pating on the "A" level, hopes 
to advance to the "AA" level at 
the Q.V.F. qualifying tourna- 
ment In November. Regardless 



of the level, the federation 
quarantees its members teams 
three tournaments In which to 
compete. 

On top of these, Patterson 
would like to see McGIII receive 
invitations to play in other 
tournaments. With the im- 
provement of the McGIII volley- 
ball program in recent years, 
the number of such invitations 
has been increasing steadily. 
"It's taken us quite a while to 
break through," admits Patter- 
son, "but we've proven our- 
selves in the last two years." 

It is evident that volleyball Is 
another sport which is only 
now receiving the type of 
emphasis needed in order to 
ensure success. Women's 
volleyball at McGill is clearly on 
the way up.
